boy, what an ou trageou s extortion it is for 
the railroad to charge abou t seven cents 
per hu ndred for shipping the same freight 
from Dixon to Amboy .

A few years ago there also existed in 
Russia a 6ort o f priv ate po lice sy stem 
which was so peculiar in o rganizatio n and 
co nduct that a descriptio n o f it may lie 
interesting. 
It was called tho “ Ho ly 
League. ’ ’ 
The death o f Czar Alexander 
II terrified the peo ple no less than tho 
co urts. 
The Ho ly league was an asso cia­ 
tio n o f lo yal peo ple to pro tect the yo ung 
czar, who might well hav e exclaimed 
with Henry IV: 
“ May the Lo rd deliv er 
me fro m my friends; I can take caro o f 
my enemies myself.” 
The idea o f the 
asso ciatio n was to pro tect the yo ung czar 
fro m the fate o f his father. 
The Ho ly 
league (Lo iataja druzina) • was a secret 
o rder, o r bro therho o d. 
The memters, 
amo ng them many o f 
the 
no bility, 
fo rmed a so rt o f unpaid v o lunteer po lice 
co rps. 
The fo unders o f the league had 
the idea that they must fight Hit? Nihilists 
with their o w n weapo ns, and so every­ 


t h 
i n 
g was co nducted with o mino us sec- 
co sy. 
One scheme was to o ffer rewards 
to wo rkmen and peasants fo r info rmatio n 
abo ut rev o lutio nists o r their affairs. Tliis 
led o nly to futile endeav o rs to fo llo w up 
false scents. 
The fo lly o f the heads o f th« ' league 
went so far as to attempt to imitate the 
Nihilists in secret asso ciatio ns and warn­ 
ing» —ev en to send men to Switzerland 
and England to put o ut o f the way liv ing 
Nihilists. 
Like ev ery no v el pro po sitio n, 
ho wev er fo o lish, the plan fo und numer­ 
o us enthusiastic suppo rters amo ng tho 
lo yal peo ple. It was receiv ed with jo yful 
applause. 
Many, amo ng them the Jews, 
co ntributed mo ney to tho undertaking 
with great o stentatio n, in o rder to sho w 
their lo yalty. Hut the league was a mere 
fiasco . 
They captured few Nihilists, an« l 
indeed mo re po lice o fficers. On the o ther 
hand, m an y o f the so called Nihilists ar­ 
rested by the po licem en were sho wn to be 
m em bers o f the IIo ly league. Ho the league 
bro ught co nfusio n into the co nduct o f the 
go v ern m en t and died after a year o f spas­ 
m o dic life.
